hen Orrin Widman 
\ N volunteers his time, it’s 
always with children in 
mind. 

Widman, 63, has been serving the 
youth of the Rancho Cucamonga for 
the past 15 years as a member of the 
Kiwanis Club. 

In that time, he helped establish a 
communitywide Special Olympics 
and worked with area fifth-graders 
with hands-on class projects such as 
building park benches and clocks. 

Widman said he believes his 
desire to work with children comes 
from being an orphan. 

“T just like kids,’ Widman said. 
“They give you back so much. They 
are just great.” 

Initially he was asked by the then 
principal of Alta Loma Elementary 
School, Joe Laponis, to help work on 
a project to help motivate under 
achievers in a fifth-grade class. 

With funding and materials 
provided by the Kiwanis Club, he set 
out to help the students repair 
wagons and bicycles. 

The project proved so successful 
that regular students in the class felt 
left out, Widman said. 

To solve the problem, Widman, 
again with assistance from the 
Kiwanis, helped the whole class 
construct clocks. 

“A lot of the kids in the class 
didn’t know how to read a clock with 
hands,” he said. “When they finished 
they were real proud of themselves.” 

Widman said he believes there 
should be more opportunity for 
seniors to get involved in youth 
activities. 

“It’s too bad that we don’t have a 
program where senior citizens can 
donate time to youth,” Widman said, 
“Through our experience we would 
have a lot to give to the kids.” 

For Widman volunteering is a way 
he can thank his community. “I’m 
paying back my due to the 
community I’ve lived in for so long,” 
he said.

Couple saw 
perestroika 
in action

Dennis and Bonnie Poulsen not only 
witnessed perestroika in the Soviet 
Union, they were a part of it. 

“They’ve come a long ways. To us, 
all this seems new and exciting and 
we hope they give Gorbachev a chance 
to finish what he started,’ Bonnie 
Poulsen said. “It was quite a moving 
experience.” 

The Poulsens, employees of Fon- 
tana’s California Steel Industries, 
were part of a 24-member environmen- 
tal technology delegation under the 
Citizen Ambassador Program of Peo- 
ple to People International that visit- 
ed the Soviet Union from Jan. 30 to 
Feb. 14. The delegation went to the 
Soviet Union to assess Soviet environ- 
mental policies and problems and offer 
solutions on sewage treatment plants, 
energy, recycling and resource man- 
agement problems. 

The delegation of U.S. environmen- 
talists, scientists and representatives 
of federal environment and energy 
agencies visited Moscow, Kiev and 
Minsk to meet with representative of 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences, the 
Soviet government and the Chernoby] 
Commission. 

Dennis Poulsen, an environmental 
manager for California Steel Indus- 
tries, ‘is one of only 132 certified 
environmental professions in the Unit- 
ed States and the first industrial envi- 

ronmental specialist to be invited to 
the Soviet Union. 

Poulsen said the Soviet Union has 
opened its doors to the United States 
in the hopes of gathering technology 
and financing to solve the Soviet Un- 
ion’s severe environmental problems. 

“They have lost some major re- 
sources, and some of them may never 
be recovered. They have incurred a lot 


are middle-class homeowners. 

“These are people that have worked

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of damage and it is going to take 
decades or centuries to renew their 
resources,” Poulsen said. 

He said the Soviet Union has al- 
most depleted its forest with overcut- 
ting, creating a paper and lumber 
shortage; has dried up its lakes and 
water resources with massive irriga- 
tion; and is experiencing major 
ground, water and air pollution prob- 
lems. ' 

The Soviet Union also is dealing 
with radiation problems from Cherno- 
byl, air pollution problems from lack 
of emission standards on industrial 
smoke stacks, and water contanima- 
tion from combining industrial toxic 
waste with domestic waste at sewage 


“We want to target the minority 
communities so that they know that it 
(the census) is completely confidential,”

“We’re also trying to involve the 
schools,” Mickey said.

Mrs. Poulsen said the Hematology 
Center has seen a 50 percent increase 
over the normal number of expected 
cancer patients over the last three 
years with leukemia and thyroid can- 
cer due to contaminated crops and are 
seeing more birth defeats like babies 
with smaller heads and brains. She 
said the hospital has limited equip- 
ment to deal with the problems and 
patients have a less than 15 percent

Jessica Farber squealed gleefully as 
she climbed inside a multi-colored rub- 
ber piece of equipment that resembled 
an oversized beehive. 

Outside the equipment the 3-year. 
old’s mother, Kathy, counted, ‘One, 
two, three ...” and on cue the Ontario 
youngster popped out. 

Nearby, Jessica’s classmates enter- 
tained themselves by participating in 
such activities as “milking the cow” 
(exercising their upper bodies by pull- 
ing on green and yellow rings attached 
to ropes) and feeding the hippo (pushing 
a lightweight large ball while climbing 
up a ladder-like piece of play equip- 
ment). 

In the background a lively rendition 
of “People Are Animals, Too” played on 
a record player. 

Welcome to Gymboree, where young- 
sters and parents alike are encouraged 
to explore and have fun just being 
together. 

Gymboree is an organized play period 
each week utilizing music, colorful 
equipment and exercise. 

It’s a time parents and children set 
aside to spend together. It’s also a 
business and one that’s growing each 
session, according to Liz Edwards, Gym- 
boree spokeswoman for the Upland 
classes at Mountain View Free Method- 
ist Church. 

“Gymboree provides a wonderful op- 
portunity for children to learn natural 
skills with the support of their par-

ents,” Edwards said while catching her 
breath between classes recently. “A 
couple of years ago I would have said 
that the program was the most impor- 
tant thing about Gymboree but now I 
think the teachers are.” 

Gymboree goes beyond simply exer- 
cising, she said. 

‘You have to have ‘nos’ at home, like 
don’t jump on the furniture, but at 
Gymboree we have a ‘yes’ environment. 
All the equipment is designed to be 
jumped on and climbed on,” she said. 

Although Jessica now loves to exer- 
cise and looks forward to coming to her 
weekly classes her mother admitted 
getting involved with the group origi- 
nally was her idea. 

“We've been coming since Jessica 
was 8 months old and now we bring 10- 
month-old Theresa who is in the baby 
gym program,” said Kathy Farber. 
“But with Jessica I was a first-time 
mom and this group gave me a chance 
to get together with other moms.” 

The exercise programs have helped 


Jessica and Theresa develop, Farber 
said, but so have the social aspects of 
having children and adults interact. 

“Jessica is learning how to exercise 
and following directions. I’ve even 
started a play group with some other 
mothers,” she said. 

Lourdes Banuelos agreed. 

The Ontario mother recently enrolled 
her 4-year-old son, Eddie. 

“We can’t play like this at home. The 
weekly classes are our special time 
together and he really likes it,’’ Banue- 
los said. 

Classes are tailored for children de- 
pending upon theirage. ° 

“No child is pushed into doing any- 
thing he doesn’t feel comfortable doing. 
We allow the children to go about 
things at their own paces,” she said. 
“Children have their own time clocks 
and parents shouldn’t compare their 
child with someone else’s.” 

But teachers are encouraged to gent- 
ly help youngsters along if they are 
ready to try a particular exercise. 

Edwards said the class helped one 
youngster overcome his fear of heights. 


“It took 1% years of love and encour- 
agement for him to try and go up the 
aluminum walk we have,” Edwards 
said. “One day I was teaching class and 
he went over and started climbing on 
his own. ... We all applauded. Now it’s 
the first thing he goes to each week,” 
she said. 


Classes begin for children as young 
as three months. Each is designed to 
help them develop at a specific age.

Nacho Gracia, a longtime resident 
and Hispanic activist, planned to can- 
vass the city’s Hispanic neighborhoods 
to inform residents of the purpose of the 
census.

Dennis Poulsen, 44, said the Soviets 
were using crops to help bring up the 
radiation out of the ground and were 
distributing food from the crops 
throughout the nation so no one would 
get too high a dosage of radiation. 
However, local farmers around Cher- 
nobyl, who ate the crops, have re- 
ceived higher than safe levels of 
radiation and are developing cancer, 
he said. 

The Poulsens, who live in Riverside, 
said democratic changes are noticea- 
ble in the Soviet Union with visable 
demonstrations by soviet citizens, 
open church services and the opening 
of McDonald’s in Moscow.

The group has captured the 
coveted honor of being 
selected to march down 
Colorado Boulevard in 
Pasadena in the Rose Bowl 
parade on New Year’s Day.

R.C. council should 
have been tougher 
on Buquet’s actions 


t last week’s Rancho Cucamon- 
A# City Council meeting the 
council accepted Councilman 
Buquet’s apology for using the city 
letterhead in a letter to the courts 
asking that a suspected drug dealer be 
released from jail on his own recogniz- 
ance in lieu of $50,000 bail. 

The city council is still giving the 
impression that this kind of abuse of 
office by an elected official is acceptable 
as long as there is an apology. The 
council seems to be more concerned 
over the use of city stationary than the 
act of asking for personal favors when it 
comes to stispected drug deals in our 
community. The council is telling the 
citizens it is more important whether 
you use a gun or a knife in committing 
a murder than the act of killing. 

I was disappointed, to say the least, 
that the council has chosen not to 
censure Buquet. The city council 
dropped the ball when they could re- 
gain respect, trust and confidence for 
our city government and our elected 
officials. 

Not one question was asked by any 
council member as to whether the letter 
was prepared by a city paid secretary or 
whether the letter was typed at Bu- 
quet’s home or county office. Buquet 
says he was trying to help this family 
because they were friends. Yet no men- 
tion was made as to why Buquet, a 
county employee and a reserve county 
sheriff, did not use the agencies and 
programs throughout the county that 
are available for just this kind of help. 

The Rancho Cucamonga City Council 
sent a message out to every community 
saying it is OK to take advantage of the 
city office you hold as long as you use 
white bond paper

Schools and law enforcement agencies 
are working hard to educate children 
about drugs. We certainly don’t need a 
person in public office coming to the aid 
of an alleged drug dealer.

R.C., Upland are working 
to cut down auto thefts 


Law enforcement officials in Rancho 
Cucamonga and Upland want to put the 
brakes on auto theft. 

To accomplish this, the San Bernardi- 
no County Sheriff's Department, in con- 
junction with the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, launched the Com- 
bat Auto Theft program last month. 
Upland’s program will start this Satur- 
day. 

The county’s program was modeled 
after a program started in 1986 by the 
New York Police Department.

If Sheriff's deputies observe a stick- 
ered car being driven between 1 a.m.

“The deputies want to make sure the 
vehicle is not stolen,’ he said. To 
participate in the program, residents 
must sign a waiver that states they 
usually aren’t driving their cars be- 
tween land 5 a.m., he added.

seeks to expand 
boys volleyball

The recurring volleyball 
dream that dances in Randy 
Ittner’s head goes far beyond 
bringing success to his Upland 
High School volleyball teams. 

For Ittner, putting boys vol- 
leyball on the map in Inland 
Valley prep circles is just as 
important as seeing his teams 
succeed. 

Currently, Upland is one of 
only two high schools in this 
area (along with Ontario Chris- 
tian) to offer a boys interscho- 
lastic volleyball program. 

While Upland teams in all 
the other sports compete right 
in their own backyard with the 
Alta Lomas, Claremonts and 
Chinos of the world, the Scots 
find themselves bracketed with 
Orange County area schools in 
order to compete in volleyball. 

When Ittner graduated from 
UC Santa Barbara in 1985 and 
came to Upland in the fall of 
1987 to teach and coach, one of 
his first priorities was to start 
up a boys program in volley- 
ball. 

“When I interviewed here, I 
told them I was interested in 
starting a boys team,” he said. 
“And they said yes.” 

Volleyball is a mainstay of 
the girls’ athletic program, 
sharing the top billing as the 
most visable sport with basket- 
ball. But for the boys, once you 
get away from the beach areas 
of Southern California it be- 
comes harder and harder to 
find schools that offer pro- 
grams. 

According to the 1989-90 CIF 
Blue Book, which details the 
476 schools which play sports 
under the CIF Southern Section 
banner, only 176 of the 439 
schools with boys athletics field 
teams in volleyball. 

Ittner began his Upland boys 
team two years ago, playing a 
free-lance schedule and just 
missing qualifying for the CIF 
playoffs. 

Last year the Scots joined the 
Angelus League, a conference 
of parochial schools mostly 
from Orange County, and made 
it to the first round of the 
playoffs before losing to Los 
Altos. 

This season the Scots (8-1 
overall) were tied for first place 
in the Angelus along with Bish- 
op Montgomery of Torrance at 
the start of the week, both 
teams 5-0 going into a show- 
down on Tuesday in Torrance. 
They will play again in Up- 
land’s gym in the final game of 
the regular season May 4. 

Also in the league are Mater 
Dei of Santa Ana, Bishp Amat 
of La Puente, Servite of Ana- 


primarily because of my 
sprinters, who all graduated,” 
coach Robert Sprung said. ‘Tori 
ran last year and had a good 
freshman year.

With Ittner taking charge, 
the wheels have been set in 
motion to create a new league 
of boys volleyball for Inland 
Valley area schools. He says 
Montclair and Etiwanda have 
tentatively agreed to start up 
new teams, joining Angelus 
League dropouts Upland and 
Gladstone to form the basis of 
what will be at least a four- 
team league alignment. 

“We'd be leaving the Ange- 
lus mainly because there are 
schools out here who want to 
get started,” Ittner said. “That 
was our goal when we started 
here. I think it’s just a matter 
of getting the new league start- 
ed and showing that we do have 
the student support.” 

While boys volleyball at the 
high school level flourishes in 
other parts of the nation — 
Pennsylvania and the Midwest 
are two established volleyball 
hotbeds — in Southern Califor- 
nia it hasn’t really caught on 
full force yet. 

“T grew up in North Torrance 
and we’ve had volleyball there 
since 1968,” Ittner said. “It’s 
growing all the time. College 
volleyball for men is unbelieva- 
ble now. More and more teams 
are starting up all the time, I 
think because of beach volley- 
ball. And we (the United States 
Olympic team) are the best 
team in the world right now.” 

Ittner says the popularity of 
beach volleyball simply goes 
right back to one of nature’s 
basic tenets. 

“At the beach, you can play 
frisbee, go surfing or play vol- 
leyball. It’s a great atmosphere. 
If you’re a guy, there’s a lot of 
girls around to watch you and 
that really motivates you to 
play and show off. And it’s the 
same for the girls playing 
beach volleyball, to get the 
guys watching them. 

“And while it’s nice at the 
beach, it’s also a good indoor 
game. It’s fun, it’s exciting.” 

Ittner coaches both the girls 
and boys teams at Upland, a 
plum of an assignment because 
that keeps him close to the 
game he loves virtually year- 
around. 

He won’t be pinned down to 
declaring one or the other as 
his favorite, but points out the 
subtle differences between the 
two versions of the game. 

“It's always been a top sport 
for girls, that and basketball 
are the high priority sports for 
them. Girls volleyball is played 
everywhere, and each year 
more boys teams are having it. 
I can see the day when it will

“It’s something we need badly 
in Fontana and we were finally 
able to get it off the ground,” 
said Police Chief Ed Stout, one 
of the club’s main organizers. 
| “The main target is to give kids 
something to do. It was targeted 
for kids high at risk with drug 
and gang activity.” 

The opening culminates more 
than six months of effort by 
organizers to raise money and 
bring a Boys and Girls Clubs of 
America to the city. Stout said a 
minimum of $70,000 was needed 
to operate the club and organiz- 
ers have received $20,000 from 
United Way and about $50,000 
from donors in the community. 

“We had some significant con- 
tributions. It seemed insur- 
mountable, but the community 
really turned out for the kids,” 
Stout said. “Tm extremely 
pleased we’re going to open and 
I’m looking forward to its trial 
with apprehension and anticipa- 
tion.’ 

He said the club will cost $5 
for a year membership. The mi- 
nor fee is affordable to most 
youths and will give them a 
share in ownership of the club. 

He said no children will be 
turned away; those who can’t 
afford the $5 will receive help 
paying their membership. 

The Boys and Girls Club of 
America was started to provide 
an alternative to more expen- 
sive clubs, such as the YMCA, 
for low-income families. The na- 
tional organization provides rec- 
reational and after school 
programs for children. 

‘“‘We’re very excited about 
starting a Boys and Girls Club 
here,” said Richard Granger IJ, 
executive director of the Boys 
and Girls Clubs of the Inland 
Empire. “It’s an alternative to 
kids being on the streets. It’ sa 
place to go away from home.” 

Granger said the organization 
is applying for grant funding to 
help acquire land for a perma-. 
nent facility. 


Stout said the club is using 
the Girl Scouts’ building be- 
cause it was underused and the 
scouts offered to share it.

False alarms could prove costly

Rancho Cucamonga residents 
and business owners may have 
to pay up to $100 if their bur- 
glar alarms “‘cry wolf.” 

The City Council Wednesday 
approved an ordinance that al- 
lows the city to collect a service 
charge to defray the cost of 
sending police officers out on 
talse alarms. 

The ordinance is a result of a 
six-month study of false alarms 
by the Public Safety Commis- 
sion, a seven-member board ap- 
pointed by the City Council. 

Clyde Boyd, committee chair- 
man, told the council that the 
San Bernardino County Sheriff's 
Department brought the false 
alarm issue to the committee’s 
attention. 

‘‘We were shocked at the rate 
of false alarms,” he said. 

Last December the Sheriff's 
Department answered 551 
alarms, 80 emergencies and 471

A charge of $25 will be levied 
after the third false alarm to a 
residence or business in one 
year, Boyd said. The first two 
false alarms will serve to put 
people on notice and to get them 
to correct the problem. 

“Twenty-five dollars is not an 
inordinate charge to place on 
any individual,” Boyd said. 

And after the first alarm, the 
charge will rise.

Fontana shouldn’t seek 
county medical center

Fontana should not actively 
solicit to have San Bernardino 
County Medical Center relocate 
to the city, a consultant’s report 
has recommended. 

The report, released last week 
to the City Council from City 
Manager John O’Sullivan and 
city consultant Paul Ireland, 
recommends the city not solicit 
a proposal by the county to 
relocate the hospital to Fontana 
since the city’s general plan 
doesn’t anticipate an additional 
acute care hospital in the city. 

Kaiser Permanente Medical 
Center already is operating in 
the city. 

O’Sullivan said he was uncer- 
tain if the council was in favor 
of relocating the hospital to the 
city, and was passing on Ire- 
land’s recommendation to the 
council. 

The report recommends that 
the council consider the impact 
the 300-bed hospital will have 
on the city before making a

decision whether to allow the 


hospital to relocate. 

The report also recommends 
the city perform an analysis of 
the social, fiscal and physical 
impacts of a relocation of the big 
county facility if the council 
chooses to solicit the hospital. 

San Bernardino County is 
currently selecting a site to relo- 
cate the medical center. Plans 
call for expansion of the facility 
and the building of a health care 
campus. 

The county wants to relocate 
the hospital on a 40-acre site 
somewhere in the area between 
the proposed Foothill (30) Free- 
way and the San Bernardino 


(10) Freeway from Haven Ave- 
nue to Highway 330. The pro- 
posed site area includes most of 
Fontana. 

Ireland, who resigned as Fon- 
tana’s community development 
director last year and is now a 
consultant, had been asked to 
look into the issue by O’Sullivan 
to see if the city might want to 
have the hospital relocate to 
Fontana. 

In his report, Ireland stated, 
“Based on my preliminary anal- 
ysis, my experience in dealing 
with hospital issues and review 
of the proposed general plan, I 
have serious questions about en- 
couraging this development to 
locate in the city.” 

Ireland said any such reloca- 
tion of the county hospital would 
have to be studied in-depth to 
determine whether the hospital 
will help the city meets its long- 
term objectives, and whether the 
non-profit hospital will preform 
in a manner anticipated in the 
general plan, which the council 
is still considering for final ap- 
proval. 


Bill backed with portables for schools in mind

Fontana school officials plan 
to testify before the state Assem- 
bly today to support a bill by 
Assemblyman Charles Bader. 

Fontana Superintendent An- 
thony Lardieri and Car] Cole- 
man, director of planning and 
research, will be in Sacramento 
to testify before the Assembly 
Committee on Education to sup- 
port AB 303. 

School officials believe Fon- 
tana will save money if the bill, 
which changes the formula the 
state uses to allow districts to 
withhold matching funds for 
portable classrooms, passes. 

The state provides money to 
districts to build schools, and 
the districts pay the money back 
to the state through developer

fees. However, the state allows 
districts to withhold part of the 
payment, based on each dis- 
trict’s growth projections, so it 
can purchase portable class- 
rooms. 

The state currently uses 
three- and five-year growth pro- 
jections to determine the 
amount of money the district 
can withhold. For instance, most 
districts are allowed to withhold 
about $2,500 for portables. 

Bader’s bill would extend that 
formula to a two- to five-year 
projection, allowing districts to 
withhold more for portable class- 
rooms by showing larger growth 
projections. 

Fontana has more than 400 
portable classrooms that house 
about 10,000 students, and the 
state’s current formule would 
pay for only about 100 portables,

according to Coleman. 

He said the district is growing 
at a rate of 27.15 percent an- 
nually and is expected to in- 
crease by 2,692 students 
between October 1989 to Octo- 
ber 1990. That will create a 
demand for 90 more portables. 

Coleman said the bill by Bad- 
er, R-65th District, would allow 
the district to withhold more 
money from the state to help 
pay the $1.2 million annual rent 
for portable classrooms. 

He said the Fontana Unified 
School District is paying the 
state back for $50 million in 
matching funds to purchase land 
for future schools, construction 
of A.B Miller High School, 
scheduled to be completed in 
Spring 1992, and Almeria Mid- 
dle School, which opened last 
September.
